Editorial Correspondence. 

From Portland we took the west side 
railroad, which, after ascending the river 
two or three miles, turns west through 
a range of low forest hills out into and 
over the splendid Tualatin Plains. This 
admirable region is one of rich prairie, 
varied by strips and islands of forests. 
The whole occupied by farms and finely 
improved, is unsurpassed in the great 
northwest. The valley is not so large 
as that of Willamette, but is held as 
rather the superior, in all that constitutes 
real agricultural wealth. 

But the chief glory of this fine region 
is its literary and christian town of For- 
est Grove, with its superior institution 
of learning, called the Pacific Universi- 
ty, under the general control of the 
Congregationalists. Its position is one 
of the most admirable we ever saw. 
The rich plains gently rise towards the 
west till on the farther edge, all embow- 
ered in groves, stands the village; enclos- 
ing the fair buildings of the University; 
beyond, which, as an admirable back- 
ground to the picture, stand the irregu- 
lar, dark, forest covered mountains of 
the coast. To the south, the gentle 
hills are all varied with numberless 
farms, half cultivated lands and half, 
cultivated trees; while from the Uni- 
versity, looking southeast, round to the 
north, the wide, rich valley, checkered 
with different crops, orchards and scat- 
tering forests, appears a perfect pano- 
_ rama of the beautiful ina rural scene 
of art and nature combined. This in- 
stitution is the oldest, best endowed, 
well-conducted chartered high school of 
learning on the Pacific Coast. Its order 
of instruction is thorough and full. It 
has exerted a leading influence in Oregon 
to elevate of the character of all its 
system of schools. Rev. S. H. Marsh, 
D.D., from Vermont, has been for twen- 
ty years its efficient President; Rev. | 
Mr. Lyman, seventeen years a professor, 
and Messrs. Collier, Marsh and Ander- 
son, ably filling three other professor- 
ships, aided by two or three other teach- 
ers as tutors and female assistants—since 
the University is conducted on the basis 
of both sexes pursuring the same course 
of study together. 

In the village are Congregational, 
Baptist and Methodist churches, all be- 
friending the University and prosperoas. 
Rev. E. Walker, the earliest Congrega- 
tional minister on this coast, at first 
missionary to the Indians, is acting pas- 
tor of the Congregationals, and is es- 
teemed by all for christian devotion and 
consistency. A day’s excursion with 
Prof. Collier into the country, of varied 
hills to the south, gave us increased ap- 
preciation of the beauties and resources 
of Oregon’s agricultural regions, even 
in the midst of its heavy forests, steadi- 
ly and surely this vast state of the 
northwest must progress in all real in- 
terests as a prosperous people. We re- 
turned by the same route and left 
again by the east side railroad for up the 
river, south. 

At the great falls of the Willamette 
we stopped over to visit the good people 
of Oregon City. The unequaled water 
power of these falls is gradually being 
turned to account in a large woolen fac- 


tory, flouring mill and saw mill, yet 
only a small fraction of the power is 
used. Around these falls, on the west 
side, the government has constructed,- 
since our last visit, a fine ship canal ; 
opening the whole river to competition 
in navigation. In this town are Con- 
gregational, Baptist, Methodist, Episco- 
pal and Roman churches, but none 
seems very flourishing. The town, 
though possessing the advantages of the 
water power of the falls, and a position 
of remarkable romantic features, has 
not grown in business as was expected 
in earlier days. The competition of 
Portland, in its superior commercial ad- 
vantages, only twelve miles below, 
checked entirely its growth, and it must 
wait yet some years before it will again 
take a new start. This it must do in 
time. | 

Again the cars bore us swiftly away 
up the country, through a variously 
wooded and cultivated country, for 
twenty miles, then out fairly into the 
great rich prairie region of the Willam- 
ette valley ; on twenty miles further, to 
Oregon’s beautifully located capital call+ 
ed Salem, the second city in size in the 
state and steadily growing. It is situ- 
ated on the east bank of the river, with 
a wide, deep channel the whole length 
of its front; in the midst of admirable, 
natural and cultivated groves and ex- 
tending back up a gentle rise out into 
the regular open land. Its buildings 
are, some of them, first-class brick struc- 
tures, but most of them are fair framed 
and well painted wooden houses, in good 
large lots, well ornamented with vines, 
flowers and trees. The population is 
some over two thousand people, with 
nine neat church buildings—Congrega- 
tional, Baptist, Methodist, Evangelicals, 
Cumberland Presbyterian, Episcopalian, 
Roman and Disciple.

Matt.4: 1-11. ‘“‘The Temptations 
of Jesus.’*

1 Then was Jesus led up of the Spirit into the 
wilderness to be tempted of the devil. 3 

2. And when he had fasted forty days and forty 
nights, he was afterwards an hungered. 

8. And when the tempter came to him, he said, If 
thou be the Son of God, command that these stones 
be made bread, 

4, But he answered and said, It is written, Man 
shall not live by bread alone, but by every word that 
proceedeth out of the mouth of God. 

5. Then the devil taketh him up into the holy city, 
and setteth him on a pinnacle of the temple. 

6. And saith unto him, If thou be the Son of God, 
cast thyself down, for it is written, He shall give his 
angels charge concerning thee: and in their hands 
they shall bear thee up, lest at any time thou dash 
thy foot against a stone.

We can conveniently consider. this 
lesson under the four following heads: 
The time, place, manner and meaning, 
or when, where, how and why. 

I. When. The temptation of Christ 
occurred directly after his baptism. 
Mark says, And immediately the spirit 
driveth him into the wilderness, The 
deputation from Jerusalem to the Jor. 
dan, the testimony of John Baptist, 
and the calling of Peter, Andrew, Phil- 
lip and Nathanael, recorded in the 1st 
chapter of John, occurred after the re- 
turn of Christ from the, scene of his 
temptation. Note the time occupied by 
the trial, forty days, coincident thus with 
the forty days of Moses’ stay in the 
Mount, the forty years of the Israelites’ 
wanderings in the wilderness, the forty 
days and nights of Elijah’s journey, and 
the forty days of J onah’s[preaching tour 
through Nineveh. 

II. Where. While some consider that 
the scene of our Lord’s temptation was 
the Pisgah range, on the east side of the 
Jordan, where Moses died and was 
buried, and others,*that it was Horeb, 
whither Elijah fled in despair, it is 
more likely that the place in question 
was the wilderness of J udea, close by 


| ted beings, Satan. 


the place of the baptism. Tradition has 
located the scene in a barren, precipitous 
mountain, a mile and a half west of the 
site of ancient Jericho, named Quaran- 
tania, from the event itself, (just as 
quarantine denotes the forty days during 


which vessels suspected of having infec-. 


tious disease on board, were formerly 
detained from entering the port.) - Every 
traveller beholds the mountain on the 
left as journeying from Jerusalem to the 
Dead Sea, he descends from the Judean 
hill country into the Jordan Valley. It 


is little else than a bare rock with num- 


erous caves perforating its sides, and a 
place where one would be obliged to 
fast, unless he had sources of supply 
other than provided by the locality itself. 

III. How. It is not likely that our 
Lord’s was a forty-day’s fast in the 
ecclesiastical sense, in which he only 
partially abstained from food. Being in 
a condition of ecstacy as he doubtless 
was, he probably wholly refrained from 
nourishment. Luke says that in these 
days he did eat nothing.” Great men- 
tal elevation will make persons regard- 
less of bodily wants for many days 
together. A like uplifting above bod- 
ily wants, for a longer period, here 
transpired in the case of Christ. Satan 
came to the Saviour, not bodily 
and visibly, but nevertheless really and 
truly, suggesting, as we may presume, 
thoughts to his mind, and painting 
visions on his imagination. Here met, 
in close conflict, the heads of the two 


grand kingdoms of the universe: the 


kingdom of God, whose sovereign is 
Christ, and the kingdom of evil, whose 
sovereign is Satan. Evilis more than an 
abstraction. It is organized into a sys- 
tem, and is under the management of 
that ablest and most far-sighted of crea- 
Reason affirms it as 
a probability, and inspiration affirmsit as 
a fact, that fallen and sinful beings exist 
outside the boundaries of this world. 
IV. Why; or the significance of 
Christ’s temptation. It seems altogether 
likely that the Saviour would pass 
through some sort of a mental struggle 
before entering on his work. He finds 
himself at the outset of his career, pos- 
sessed of miraculous powers, and he 
would of course be tempted to use them 
recklessly and selfishly. But the Savi- 
our would not do this. He would not 
even use his miraculous endowments to 
supply his own wants. There is an 
apocryphal story that the boy Jesus, at 
play with his fellows, moulded mud into 


the forms of birds, and thereupon, by 


miracle, caused these images to fly 
away. Our Lord could never have so 
prostituted his superhuman power. All 


through his career he declines to use for 


the gratification of the faney or for 
his own convenience what he regards as 
a sacred deposit committed to him for 
the good of others. Zhe Son of God 
even must trust. He who has all power no 
earth and in heaven must not do every- 
thing. .A selfish, distrustful, improper 
use of his miraculous powers seems to 
be the point of our Lord’s first tempta- 
tion. | 

Satan next assails the Redeemer from 
exactly the opposite quarter. ‘Since 
you may not do everything, just do 


nothing. Trust God, even to the ex- 
tent of making no effort yourself. Cast | 


yourself headlong from this pinnacle.” 
(Christ was doubtless set in spirit on the 
pinnacle of the temple.) If the Saviour’s 
first temptation was to an improper use 
of his power, the second was to an im- 
proper disuse of it. 
will be taken care of at any rate, even 
though he does nothing,” Satan would 
say. How easy for Christ to show the 
Jewish people some sign from heaven, 
win thus their acceptance of him as the 
promised deliverer, and in this way float 
into his Messianic throne upon the waves 
of popular applause. 


The last of the three tempt- 
ations has reference, doubtless, to the 
means the Redeemer would employ 
to fulfill his grand mission as Saviour of 
the world. He came to rule over a 
kingdom ;_ but what kind of a kingdom 


shall it be, and how shall it be estab- | 


lished? Shall it resemble the empires 


of earth, or shall it consist of “ right- 


eousness, peace and joy in the Holy 
Ghost ? In achieving the conquest of the

and spiritual agencies alone, or, like 
Cesar and Mohammed, resort to strategy 
and force. The devil suggested that he 
do the latter, and doubtless made such 
a suggestion appear quite plausible. 
‘You can never establish a spiritual 
kingdom on earth.” Satan might for- 
cibly argue, “ Put yourself at the head 
of anempire like Alexander’s, and I will 
help you, make you one of my subordi- 
nates and at no distant day crown your 
attempt with success.” The Saviour, we 
see at a glance, might be sorely tempted 
to resort tosecularandeven questionable 
methods to secure a speedy victory for 
his kingdom. (Some suppose that all 
three of the temptations relate to the 
means the Redeemer would employ in 
establishing his Messianic Kingdom, 
that in the first instance he was tempted 
to gain human applause and homage by 
becoming a magician— prophet; in the 
second, by becoming a hierarchical priest, 
thus putting himself at the head of the 
Jewish nation ; in the third, by becom- 
ing a demoniacal sovereign, filling the 
place thus of a second Augustus or 
Tiberius.) 

The Sunday-school teacher may note, 
Ist, The light which this lesson throws 
upon the nature of temptation. Tempt- 
ation, in its radical idea, is wrong made 
to appear as right. Satan tried to make 
it appear to Christ that it was right for 
him to use his miraculous power in sup- 
plying his wants. “If thou be the Son 
of God.” “To suffer hunger implies 
that you are not the Son of God, and 
you ought not to pursue a course that 
shall impair the proofs of your divinity.” 
(Observe the force of Christ’s reply, as 
taken from Dt.8: 3: “Israel of old, 


had to trust God for food in the wilder- 


ness of wandering; and so should I also 
trust God in this wilderness of tempta- 
tion.”) So Adam and Evetried to think 
it right to eat of the forbidden fruit, be- 
cause it would make them'wise. (‘Teach- 
ers may here tell their classes illustra- 
tive stories of how boys,and girls are 
tempted.) 

2d. The possession of great powers 1m- 
poses great responsibilities. The geniuses 
and great men of the earth, often feel at 
liberty to cut loose from moral obliga- 
tion, e. g., Byron, Napoleon, and Alex- 
ander. Notso with Christ. Wonder- 
ously endowed as he was, he felt him 
selt bound all the tighter by the cords 
of virtue, self-sacrifice and humility. 
The greatest of earth ought to be the 
humblest. The sovereigns of all ought 
to be the servants of all. Merivale in 
his history of the Roman Emperors, re- 
marks the strain upon brain and heart 
of the fatal possession of unlimited 
power, One thus possessed it puffed up 
and intoxicated with pride, another it 


'drove to raging madness, another it 
crazed with fear, another it fevered with 


sensual indulgences, another it reduced 
to absolute imbecility, and another, of 
harmoniously developed powers, it filled 
with enthusiasm and perfect reliance 


upon his own destiny. Jesus Christ. 


in possession of this power, is filled with 
a spirit of humility and self-sacrifice. 

3d. Familiarity with the Scriptures an 
armor of defense against temptation, 
The Saviour made use of Bible texts to 
repel Satan. 

4th. Our Lord was tempted in all 
points like as we are—not necessarily at 
this time, but on one occasion or an- 
other during his earthly career. His 40 
days alone in the mountain was a pro- 
longed series of temptations. 

5th. Christ was Jed by the spirit into 
the wilderness. Mark says, “ the spirit 
driveth him.” , God does not tempt men, 
but he brings them into conditions in 


which they are tempted. Hence this. 


seemingly contradictory petition of the 
Lord’s Prayer: “Lead us not into 
temptation, but deliver us from evil,” 
t. e., when in temptation deliver us from 
being harmed by it. 

6th, Careers of great and pre-eminent 
usefulness will often open with seasons 
of darkness and trial. Many a follower 


of Christ comes down from some Quar- 
antania of temptation to begin a life 
work of toil, self-sacrifice and suffering.

Letter from Oregon. 

Epirors Paciric:—To the north for 
the mountains, groves, streams and 
prairies of Oregon —overland or by 
sea ? that is the question. If you have 
made the trip along the northern coast 
by steamer, in rough weather, through 
all the agonies and perils of sea-sickness, 
you have resolved to take the land 
route next time. If you have gone 
overland, your resolution is reversed, 
and you say, “‘ give us the sea every 
time.”’ 

The ride by car from San Francisco 
to Redding, about 164 hours, is quite 
endurable, indeed pleasant much of the 
way. But take now the stage for an 
almost uninterrupted ride of 53 hours, to 
car again, and see how you like it. 
Rough road the rule, smooth the excép- 
tion. Jolt, thump, crush, jam. Hold 


on to the straps; brace firmly with feet 
| and back. Keep your seat, my friend, 


no occasion for rising. Did you think 
some one spoke to you from the top of 
the stage that you try to thrust your 
head through the cover? Or why do 
you lean so suddenly and affectionately 
near to your fellow traveller? Did you 
think him burdened with some secret 
which must have instantaneous delivery ? 
Dust, thirst, weariness, bruises, and no 
opportunity to rest, unless yo stop over, 
and then you must take your chances 
for a seat next day. 

After the first day or two you are 
drowsy and you fall asleep in the midst 


of the strongest resolutions you ever 


formed to keepawake. In two minutes, 
perhaps, you are startled by the jar of 
the stage as it grates and scrapes round 
a point of rocks, and you find yourself 
looking over a precipice, trying to im- 
agine the consequences if the wheels 
should move three inches out of the 


track, and the stage go whirling 2000 


feet, into the cafion below. Is the route 
by stage dangerous, then? Well, yes 
and no. Some places, far up the Sacra- 
mento River, and especially the serpent- 
ine road for a few miles on the Klamath 
River, are certainly suggestive of a very 
narrow border between safety and de- 
struction. If,in some of these places, 
the driver should become a little drowsy 
or careless—or worse, tipsy—or if the 
horses should from any cause become 


‘unmanageable, I would not give much 


for the chances of life of the passengers. 
But then, these drivers understand their 
business, and the horses their’s about as 
well. They can keep the wheels of the 
stage in the track almost as true as the 


wheels of the locomotive run along the 


iron rails. One of these drivers affirmed 
that you might drive a row of pins in 
the ground and he would drive so as to 
run the wheels over them in a straight 
line 

With all praise for the drivers and ad- 
miration for the training of the horses, 
we must say that the coaches of the 
Company, on this route, are not the best 
we have seen. The seats are hard, 
straight and stiff, and altogether too 
high, while the covering of the stage is 
too low; so that you cannot enjoy much 
of the scenery of the country in passing. 
If one’s spine and neck were elastic and 
pliable, like an elephant’s trunk, you 
might twist yourself into a position to 
see some of the beautiful country 
through which the route passes. 

We determined, at the risk of perma-. 
nent curvature of the spine, to get a 
view of Mt. Shasta. Somewhere in that 
region we lost a hat. It was a valuable 
loss, for at the next station the agent 


‘comprehended the situation at once and 


pressed upon our acceptance a much 
better one. 

Mount Shasta is worth a trip to see. 
It does not rise and tower above its 
surroundings with so much of a proud 
exclusive look as does Mount Hood or 
It seems rather to 
extend its base in every direction, with 
broad and full and sociable intent, as if 
anxious to claim kinship with its hum- 
bler companions. It seems nearer to the 


earth and more in sympathy with it than 


many of the snow-clad peaks on the 
coast. It has the appearance of dis- 
pensing its snow treasures to the streams 
and vallies below with generous readi- 
ness. Long, irregular, lines of snow, 
narrowing from the summit toward the 


base, alternate with the dark lines: of 


earth and rock, and these latter present 
the appearance of being constantly 
widened by the melting of the snow. 
The contrast between these alternating 
lines, presents, I think, a more vivid and 
exciting picture than where a mountain 
top is more completely enveloped in 
snowy whiteness, 

A few hours after leaving sight of 


Mount Shasta, brings us across the line - 


into Oregon. Almost immediately there 
is a wonderful difference. Down from 
the summit of Siskiyou we plunge into 
heavy forests of fir and pine. Down 
further in Bear and Rogue River val- 
leys, green fields of luxuriant grain 
meet the eye! Ah! if California only 
had some of the rain which Oregon 
could spare! On further, in the Ump- 
qua and Willamette valleys, it is the 
same—bountiful crops. They are al- 
ways good, but this year better than 
usual. Farmers say there will be more 
grain harvested this year by far than in 
any previous year. 
glory now, her hills only the least bit 
tinged with brown, the grain just ripen- 
ing, clear skies, gentle breezes, soft, 


balmy air, quiet times, a happy people.

Ar a meeting of the officers and man, 
agers of the California Rible Society, 
held on the 30 hb of June, at the cflice of 
Charles Whittram, Eeq., to consider 
plans for a vigorous prosecation of the 
work of the Suciety, it wae resolved to 
employ avxiliary or district agents, 
whose duties should be to perform a 
two fold work: that of soliciting contri- 
butions and distributing the Holy Bible.

The managers hope, 
through this system, to be able to ac 
complish a great work, and trustit will 
meet the approbation and _ hearty 
endorsement of every friend of the 
cause. | | 
_ The Society needs help at this time to 
enable it to prosecute the work which 
is constantly enlarging. And while in 
the past the co-operating churches have, 
through liberal collections, sustained the 
Califoruia Bible Society, now, through 
this new method which has been so 
successful: in the Eastern and Western 
States, and whichis the one reccom- 
mended by the officers and managers of 
the American Bible Society, this Society 
hopes to increase its receipts. This, too. 
will relieve the churches on this coast to 
a very geeat extent, as the Society will 
not hereafter depend vpon cburch ccl- 
lections alone for its support.

One thousand Churches 
helped at critical times in their bistory, 
in sume ranging from fifty dollars to ten 
thousand dollars! In strong centers of 

opulation, where Methodism was fight- 
ing a losing battle because of powerfully 
organized antagonistic forces— in the 
rural districts of the older conferences 
—on the far frontier of the great West 
and among tbe colored people of the 
great South—along new lines of rail- 
way—pioneering the path of population 


commerce in every ‘state and terri- 


tory of the republic—awmong all classes 
of her cit zens—native and foreign born, 
black, white, yellow, and red—tbie work 
has been done. Two hundred thousand 

ople have found religious bomes wiib- 
in these walls. Imagine all these church 
es in a line. Allowing sixty feet toa 
churcb, they would reach eleven miles 
and a Lalf. Whata bulwark of salva.

two bundred and fifty thousand duilars? 
Tuen, fur each new day, for the poor of 
our gr‘ at family, a house of prayer will 
rise. This will be in addition to the 


.work accomplished in the regular and 


steady advance of the denomination, 
which creates two new Churcies for 
each day jn the year. | 

Many applications have been rejected. 
The one thousand grants and loans 
made, represent but a small part of the 
labors of the board. 
bave been carefully considered. Some 
have been rejected which ought to bave 
been granted, and would have been had 
the money been in the treasury. 

Some have been rejecied, because the 
quick ear of the board, skilled by years 
uf experience, detected not so much the 
cry of urgent and pressing n<ed, as that 
of luzincss or of penuriousness. The 
“red tape” about which complaint is 
made has saved many a dollar from 


congregations,able with a genuine strug: |. 


to help themselves, for the ading ol 
enterprises which must otherwise have 
failed of success. Whenever the Board 
of Church Extension does for congrega 
tions what by the most heroic endeavor 
they can do for themselves, it fails ut- 
terly of the purposes of its creation. 

Wesley had a saying, ‘Go not only 
to those whw need you, but to those who 
need you most.” The spirit of that say- 
ing should govern perpetually in the ad 
winistration of this great trust. To in- 
spire and perpetuate the felling of men- 
dicancy in churches, clasping tightly 
their unconsecrated pocket-books, would 
be to curse rather than to bless them. 
Right bere is the great danger of this 
enterprise. It besetts the missionary 
cause as well, and to avoid it will re 
quire great administrative ability. 

I think this list of one thousand loans 
and grants will bear the closest scru- 


‘tiny. Some mistakes have been made. 


They bave generally occurred where the 
board bas not been Icft to its own good 
judgment. In several instaoces, donors 
of large sums have made special re- 
quests as to the disposition of their 
gifis, and their wishes have been re 
garded. In almost every such instance 
the mistake is now apparent, even to 
the donors themselves. | 

If the co-operation of eight thousand 
pastors could only be secured, if leading 
brethren in the North and East could 
get over, for a while, their unconnectiou- 
al zeal for their own conferences, and in- 
stead of planning how to get all our 
money for themselves, plan to put some 
into the treasury, to be nsed in those 
mighty regions, where, if we move suc- 
cestfully we must move swiftly, then 
we might some day confront the grand 
possibilities of the bour. 

The signs !ook better. The adminis 
tration bas the unqualified approval and 
hearty co-operation of the best men jn 
the Church, both of the ministry and 
laity, and it does seem as though the 
day may come when Methodism with re- 
sistl ss force shall project herself into 
every part of the land, and when she 
will obey with adequate enthusiasm 
that’: mandate which comes to her yet 
like a voice from heaven: “ Enlarge the 
place of thy tent, and let them stretch 
forth the curtains of thine habitation. 
Spare not; lengthen thy cords, and 
sirepgthen thy stakes, for thou shalt 
break forth on the right band and on the 
left, and t eed shall inherit the Gen- 
tiles and e the desolate cities to be 
inherited.” 


The Walk of Life.

No character in the Old Testament 
impresses me with a higher veneration 
than the patriarch Abraham. His title 
of nobility is this: he was “ the frend 
of God.” Born and reared in a land of 
Sabean Idolatry, he was converted by 


the Lord in bis own sovereign way and 
by means of which we bave no knowl- 
edge. The first thing we learn of nim 
is the abrupt avnouncement of God’s 
call to bim : “‘ Get thee out of thy coun- 
iry, and from try kindred, and from tby 
father’s house, unto a land that I shall 
show thee.” 

Abraham obeys. He asks no ques. 
tions. No map of the strange country 
is shown him and no guide book is giv- 
en bim. By faith he sets out with his 
household caravan and follows whitber 
the heavenly band conducts bim. He 
went out, not knowing whither he went.” 
In this one beautiful line I read the 
spiritual history uf every child of 
faith. This line reveals the deepest les- 
ron that a buman heart can learn, the 
lesson of obedient trust in God. It de- 
scribes in one short sentence the walk of 
faith. And what is thai? Is it an aim- 
less venture, a haphazard wandering by 
chance? No; but the exact opposite of 
this. Itiis the going in God’s way, and 
not in the way that self most covets. 
The walk of faith is just walking witb 
my Heaveuty Father band in band, step 
by step, over smooth places or rough, 
op hill or down, moment by moment 
Believing implicitly that “the steps of 
every good man are ordered by the 
Lord,” 1 am to obey his orders. Tc-day 
| am to do to-day’s work with todayr 
strength giventome. Tc-day’s burihen 
[am tocarry. My rule of duty is for 
to-day. The promise of bealib is for 
‘o-day; as my day so my strength sball 
be, To-morrow’s journey and to-mor- 
row’s toils and to worrow’s triels 1 muct 
leave until to-morrow comes. Whatso- 
ever thy band findeth to do, do it: .and 
be not cateful fur the morrow. This is 
faith’s first lesson Suppose that Abra 
bam had laid awake all night worrying

The future i- 
a * seven sealed book,” and no maa cab 
unloose the seals thereof. We discover 
its contents only as God unlooses the 
seals, and turns over leaf by leaf, one 
at a time. Selfishness often aches to 
peep into the sealed pages’ But Faitb 
whispers: ‘ No, no; ¢rust God.’’ And 
very soon I discover that this, too, is all 
tor the best. Every joy that is lying in 
wait for me at some new turn in the 
road breaks on me as @ sweet surprise. 
The mercies, like transporting views in 
mountain travel, are all the more be: 
witching that they were not spoiled 
by anticipation. God does not let us 
“discount his mercies in advance.” 

As for the trials that await us, it is 
far better that we cannot foresee them. 
When a young pair of ardent lovers 
clasp hands on their wedding day, under 
the bright aurora of sanguine hope, it is 
uaught to them tbat older beads are sba- 
ken ominously and older tongues croak 
out. ‘ You will have to take the bitter 
with thesweet.’’ They mean to have no 
bitter. Why damp their sunshine joys 
by pointing to a cloud, even though it be 
no larger than the hand of a wan”? It 
will be time enough to watch beside the 
sick bed or to weep over the empty crib 


when those painful scenes are reached in 


the journey. Sufficient to the day is the 
evil—and the joy hkewise. To torecast 
our sorrows would but increase the ag: 
ony, without increasing the strengih to 
bear it. 


How many of life’s noblest and holiest. 


enterprises wight never be undertaken 
if all the hardships and defeats and sul- 
ferings could be foreseen! Had Simon 
Peter foreseen the dungeon and the cross 
before bim, perhaps he might not have 
left bis net so promptly to follow Jesus. 
Could every young student for the min- 
istry be permitted to read bis history in 
advance, I doubt not that many of them 
wou'd turn away—one to the farm and 
another to his mercbandise. ‘ Follow 
me,” says the Master. And all the 
promise he makes is: “Lo! I am wih 
you always.” God did not tell Wilber- 
force that he would be defeated twenty 
years in Parliament and be abused at 
every s'ep before the finai victory of 
emancipation came. Christ does not re- 


veal to every youg convert at the out-. 


set all the trials he must encounter or 
tbe failures be will make. All that he 


assures to us is: “ My grace is sufficient 


for thee”; ‘‘ to him that overcometh, will 
I give the crown of life.” Qught we 
really to ask anythiog more? 

The whole journey to heaven is a 
walk of faith. Obey and trust is all 
that God requires of us.

gp canal by John S.C. Abbott: 12 mo. 35 

p. New York: Dodd & Mead. From A. L. 
& Co. 


This work is the third in the series of 
“ Karly American Pioneers and Patri- 
ots,” the preceding volumes having treat- 
ed of Daniel Boone and Miles Standish. 
The author frankly acknowledges the 
use necessarily made of previous histo- 
ries and sketches of the times and men 
whose narrative he gives; kut we have 
here an essentially new book, glowing 
with the charm of narrative by which 
Abbott lights up even the most prosaic 
details; but rendered still more attrac- 
tive in the present work, from the fact 
that he writes of “ enterprises unsur- 
passed for hardihood of adventure, and 
variety of incident; the knight-errantry 
of the old world carried into the depths 
of the American wilderness.” Actuated 
by the earnest purpose to render exact 
justice to the memory of a man, whose 
connection with the barbarities perpe- 
trated by Pizarro in the conquest of 
Peru, has tarnished his name in history, 
he has not hesitated to condemn what 
seems reprehensible in his career, while 
making due allowance for the vigor of 
military discipline, and the strange mix- 
ture of religious fanaticism which united 
the cross with the sword and fagot in 
extending christianity through the New 
World. Where author, printer and 
binder have done their parts so well, it 
is passing strange that the publisher 
should have inserted such indistinct 
daubs as “ illustrations.”

The Pacific Theological Seminary 
will open its fifth year on the 21st of 
August. 


The new Principal for the Golden 
Gate Academy is F. B. Gamwell, late 
Principal of the High School in South 
Weymouth, Mass. A telegram from 
Rev. W. C. Pond announces his engage- 
ment, and that he will arrive here early 
in August. 


We are glad to see that the Bulletin 
has called the attention of the public 
and of the authorities to the disturb- 
ances caused on Sundays, of late, in this 
city, by the marching up and down, in 
front of churches, at the hour of wor- 
ship, of military and other brass bands, 
and all sorts of marching musical in- 
struments—strident, blowing and bang- 
ing. The liberty of amusement and 
ostentation is carried into license, and 
g nuisance is created which an innate 
good sense, rather than the police, 
ought at once to abate. We know that 
the parade and picnic season will soon 
be over with, but it ought never again 
to be necessary to remind pleasure seek- 
ers that there are rights superior to any 
of theirs. 


There was a fitness and propriety in 
the act which invited the Rev.S. H. 
Willey from his distant home to Berke- 
ley, last week, to officiate in the devo- 
Mr. Wil- 
ley was long the acting president of the 
College of California out of which the 
University sprang. He did much and 
suffered much, through years of ill-re- 
quited toil, to secure, to develop, and 
perfect the site at Berkeley and the ad- 
jacent region. His own home was for 
many years at Berkeley, and we hope it 
may yet be there again, some time. At 
all events the appearance of such a man 
on such an occasion was auspicious, and 
we are grateful that it was so ordered. 


The Marysville Appeal says: “‘ We 
see occasional reference to a secret or- 
ganization existing in San Francisco, 
known as the Order of the Crescents, 
the sole aim of which, so far as is made 
public, is to prevent the election to of- 
fice of all men who profess a particu- 
lar faith. The Order admits to mem- 
bership all who will subscribe to some 
sort of an iron-clad oath, pledging the 
member to oppose the political aspira- 
tions of every man professing the Roman 
Catholic faith. At the recent primaries, 
the Order is said to have exerted con- 
siderable influence.” We have never 
heard or seen any notice of such an or- 
ganization except through Roman Cath- 
olic sources, and are not prepared to be- 
lieve in the existence of it; since it may 
be merely a matter of suspicion or sur- 
mise, on the part of those holding the 
Roman faith. We do not think it wise 
to band together in secret, in a free 
country and in time of peace under the 
banner or name either of the crescent 
or of the cross. The trouble is, among 
us, that, without any formal organiza- 
tion, open or secret, those who profess 
the Roman faith, do commonly and 
largely, at somebody’s beck, vote rolidly 
one way or another, year after year. 


_ This is so regular and constant a thing, 


that it cannot be a fortuitous event, 
something that happens to be so. There 
is method in it. There is concerted ac- 


tion somewhere. It is ‘supposed that 


there must be a secret understanding 
about all political movements. And 
hence the suspicion that others are plan- 
ning in secret and combining together to 
defeat their own machinations. Those 
whose “ solidarity ” is so sharply looked 
out for, are the ones to wonder why 
other people do not come to have some 
private understandings in all their polit- 
ical movements! | 


whe arrived at’ San Francisco by the 
steamer Colorado, about ten days ago, 
were passing in wagons along Third 
street, near Howard, they were set upon 
by a mob of boys, girls and women, 
who pelted them with stones and clubs 
and dragged their baggage out of the 
wagons. We are told, too, that “in 
spite of the blowing of whistles and 
yells for the police, no officers came to 
quell the riot;”’ and that “‘these infamous 
affairs are of frequent occurrence in this 
city.’ That our authorities are not 
totally remiss in the matter of punishing 
assaults upon the Chinese, we have the 
evidence in the statement of Friday’s 
papers of last week, which record that 
Wm. Nicholson, a boy fifteen years old, 
was found guilty of a brutal assault on 
a Chinaman, in the San Francisco Police 
Court, July 16th. Yet it is lamentably 
true that there is not effort eaough made 
to punish those who are guilty of these 
meanest of abuses. It is well known 
here what classes among us are most 
guilty. They are mainly the “ hood- 
lums” and the Roman Catholic Irish, 
and such as associate with them. There 
4s an election coming soon. It is in the 
interest of some persons to excite ani- 


is the interest of others neither to ar- 
rest nor punish those who abuse China- 
men. When the election is over we 
shall have a spasm of castigation. Our 
Eastern friends, we hope, will be con- 


‘siderate toward us in view of the situa- 


tion. The circumstances of the times 
and the kinds of persons guilty of these 
dastardly acts, render it difficult to do 
the justice which the majority feel. The 
most of us arecertainly not more heathen 
than the “heathen Chinee,” nor the 
best of us less christian than the chris- 
tianized Chinese. All of us intend to 
vindicate ourselves, our laws, and our 
commonwealth. We cannot do it at 
once. It may require months and years ; 
but as we see things, all this will surely 
be done to the advantage both of our 
civilization and our christianity. 


Another notable steamship wreck has 
occurred on the coast of Nova Scotia, 
to alarm the multitudes who now rush 
across the Atlantic ocean. Fortunately 


“City of Washington.” The purser’s 
statement is to the effect that neither 
sun, moon nor stars were visible from 
the day the ship left Queenstown until 
she struck. A dense fog during all that 
time prevented any observations being 
taken.

A National Industrial Congress has 
lately been in session at Cleveland, Ohio. 
The telegraph informs us that it adopted 
some resolutions, two of which we can 
certainly approve, viz.: 


*“‘ Resolved, That we nize in co- 
operation the most feasible plan for the 
adjustment of the differences between 
labor and capital, and that this Congress 
recommend the enactment. of efficient 
laws for the protection and encourage- 
ment of co-operative associations in the 
several states. : 

WueErEas, It is necessary to devise a 
more peaceable plan of settling difficul- 
ties between employers and employes 
than by strikes. 

Resolved, That it is deemed advisable 
by this Congress that all unions adopt 
the system of arbitration, and that all 
members of the industrial classes be 
urged to cast their votes for no man un- 
less he be pledged to use his vote and 
influence toward the adoption of laws 
making arbitration the legal means of 
settling difficulties between employers 
and employes.” 


There ought to be, and there really is, 
no Conflict between capital and labor. 
Labor is capital ; and “‘capital’’ so-called, 
is only accumulated labor. The laborer 
of yesterday is the rich man of to-day. 
The laborer of to-day will be the rich 
man of to-morrow.

9 All 
this is interesting and important; and 
the genial professor is to be congratu- 
lated, and his pupils even more than he. 
How like is this process to that of a 
Theological Seminary. Here the Ichthy- 
ologians will receive their special profes- 
sional and practical straining. In a 
theological school men are trained in a 
moral rather than a physical way to be- 
come “fishers.” Will not some John 
Anderson’endow our Theological School, 
and give it a noble home, islanded off 
from the rest of the world, if not on an 
island ? | 


The University of California, 

This. institution which is free to all 
persons of both sexes, of proper age and 
attainments, the consummate flower of 
our public school system of education 
has accomplished its fourth commence- 
ment as a University, and graduated 
the first class which entered it as such 
university. The weather was beautiful 
and serene last week, there were no 
great public attractions of a different 
nature, there was an awakened interest 
in the affairs of the institution, and so 
many circumstances combined to call the 
attention of the public to Oakland and 
to her grand institution, fast rising to 
eminence. Every exercise connected with 
commencement week was largely attend- 
ed, more by ladies than men, and every 
place was thronged which promised any 
degree of literary enjoyment. The ex- 
ercise of Tuesday afternoon ‘was a uni- 
que one, and new on this coast. It con- 
sisted in the reading of extracts from 
Theses”? by those members of the 
graduating class who were assigned to 
no duty at the commencement proper. 
Some of the papers read suffered by the 
abridgment and others were possibly 
improved by condensation. It could 
not be expected that such an exercise 
should be as attractive and as brilliant 
asa debate, or a series of popular ad- 
dresses. On the whole the experiment 
was a success. Another year may suf- 
fice to remove a slight tendency to dull- 
ness. In the evening of Tuesday an 
eager throng sought admission to the 
banquet of the “Alumni,” in anticipa- 
of a feast for the body and a still richer 
one for the mind. It was an infelicity 
to attempt to put three hundred people 
into a room that would not hold half 
the number with comfort ; though it is 
alleged that that was the best thing to 
be done in the circumstances, All 
was got along with more peaceably and 
with better temper than could reasona- 
bly have been anticipated. Some had 
to go away disappointed, it is true, but 
nearly all had their hunger appeased 
and were able to listen to the addresses 
and responses. —Two men were new, or 
nearly so, to the occasion: Gov. Booth 
and Judge Field, All thé rest of the 
speakers had been heard a goodly num- 
ber of times on similar occasions. Per- 
haps this occasion was not equal to the 
best ones we can remember, but it was 
a rich one with several fine points in it. 
Every one was sorry and taken by sur- 
prise when it was 10 o’clock, and it was 
said that those who must needs go to 
San Francisco that night must go soon. 
It was too bad to break up the meeting 
then, but it was effectually done. © 

The commencement exercises were on

@ hall of a still unfinished college at 
Berkeley, in which not half of the peo- 
ple who went could get even standing 
room.

LOVE FOR THE UNSEEN CHRIST. 
‘Whom not having seen, ye love.” 
The writer had seen him. But those to 
whom he wrote, strangers scattered 
through the provinces of Asia Minor, 
had not seen Jesus in the flesh. It seems 


to Peter a remarkable characteristic of 


their love, that it was for an unseen 
Saviour. How well he remembered that 


departed Lord! He was now an old 


map, but all that life of fellowship with 
the Master, when the twelve attended 
upon his ministry, hearing his words, 
witnessing his deeds and gazing upon 
bis face, is with him still, as vivid and 
present almost as though it had not 
ceased years before. But these converts 
of the provinces had no such associa- 
tions with the Lord, and yet they loved 
him. They had heard of him only; they 
had not seen him. Peter speaks most 
tenderly of this, their love, under such 
conditions; admiringly, as though it 
were a higher style of love than his own; 
and yet compassionately, as though it 
had missed of some great privilege—the 
full price and joy of which his own heart 
thrillingly felt. 

e love for an unseen Saviour—is it 
a higher style of love? Is it not? Itis 
a love resting on faith, not on sight. We 
did not see that life of @hrist in the 
flesh, but we know it all. Wehave fol- 
lowed the record; it is all real to our 
faith. Over the Samaritan mountains 
we have often traced his weary foot- 
steps. Around the shores of Geumsavet 
and across its waters we have again 
and again followed his form. We have 
entered with him the synagogues and 
traversed the corn-fields on the Sabbath 
day ; we have watched with him in thesad 
shade of the garden, seen the lifting up 
on the Cross, and the ascension from 
Olivet in the shining chariot of cloud. 
It is not imagination with us; we be- 
lieve—believe on evidence. The historic 


documents, with all their wondrous con- 


firmation, are before us; and all these 
chapters of the story are legible and 
vivid to our mind. As truly as we can 
follow the footsteps of our own pilgrim 
sires entering the continental wilderness; 
as really as we tread again the marches 
of our Revolutionary heroes, tracked by 
blood in wintry snows ; as vividly as we 
pursued, but a little while ago, the trail 
of the great southwestern army from the 
valley stream to the sea, not having 
shared personally in any of these historic 
movements, we follow from beginning 
to end, from the cradle to the cross, the 
life of Jesus of Nazareth. Everywherehe 
is our Saviour, speaking for us, working 
for us, suffering for us, dying for us. 
Our vision follows him where the daz- 
zled eyes of the disciples lost him, with- 
in the cloud that lingers for him over 
the Mount of Olivet, and up the airy 
spaces to the Mount of God, and see 
him still, and now sitting at the right 
hand of the Father, waiting till his ene- 
mies be made his footstool. He moved 
visibly beneath the eyesight of his first 
disciples. He has a way of revealing 
himself to his later disciples. He does 
not hide from us. Because our sight of 
him is only a spiritual sight—our vision

Conditions of Criticism. 


BY HENRY WARD BEECHER. 


Religion is experimental, then; and 
no man Can argue scientifically against 
it without putting’ himself into the con- 
ditions of religion itself. I have said 
that the Word of God is essentially spir- 
itually spiritual in its interior nature; 
and that we are to interpret it by the 
experience of our own best inward be- 
ing; and that though there are liabilities 
to error in it, there are no more there 
than in everything else we investizate. 
Wben scientific men tell me that the 
great historic facts of the Bible are not 
to be reliea on, I tell them that the Bible 
does not consist of historic facts. I think 


I might almost say that you might take: 


out from it every vestige of historic facts 
—if you would leave the revelations of 
the character of.God, of the nature of 
man, and of human destiny — without 
materially diminishing its value. The 
essential part—the experience of holy 
men in every age of the world—wouid 
st ll remain. It would be more difficult 
to get at it and use it; but the validity 
of the Bible would not be destroyed. . 

. . . There is a witness of the Spirit 
of God, a moral institution, which is not 
infallible, but which comes nearer to in- 
fallibility than the lower forms of rea. 
son. If you would criticise the Bible, 
you must not look at its external feat- 
ures, but at its internal qualities. . . 
And I declare that no man can set aside 
the Word of God on grounds of science 
who can not satisfactorilly show that Le 
has taken the Word of God where it 
stands, as it is, and according to its own 
conditions. If the man has felt his in- 
feriority; if he bas felt his sinfulness; 
if be bas felt a yearning that did not 
know how to help itself;1f he has felt 
the inflaence and outburst of the Diviuve 
nature in his soul, let-him doubt God if 
he wants to; but sooner will men who 
have found diamonds or pearls throw 
them away, than who has felt what is 
the real Spirit of God will reject it.

would be a net revenue of 800,000/. From this 
there would fall to be deducted on account of 
fixed charges —such as Postal and Equipment 
Bonds, Champlain, St. Lawrence, and other 
rent-charges, yiven in the reports of this com- 
pany — about 280,000/., but which could prob- 
ably be reduced by consolidation into one 
debenture stock, by 1 per cent. As the matter 
stands at present there would be, with the line 
worked at 60 per cent., an available balance 
for the payment of the cash dividend on the 
Preferences, of 520,000/., which would be suf- 
ficient, within a small amount, to pay 5 per 
cent. upon the first, 5 per cent. upon the sec- 
ond, and 4 per cent., as proposed under the 
arrangements, upon the whole of the Fourth 
Preference Stock; the thirds being absorbed 
by conversion into the seconds and fourths in 
equal proportion. 

Thus, without the addition of a single pass-

Meat Eating. 


The New York Times, in an article en 
titled, ‘Tne Cost of the Table,” after 
mentioning the high prices of flesb- 
meats, and the extravagant and waste- 
ful manner in which this kind of food 
is usually cooked, and the euormous 
amvunt eaten in this couatry, offers the 
following :— 

‘‘Whether this meat eating is benefi- 
cial seems to be wore than doubtful. 
Are our men or Our women stronger, 
healthier, larger-limbed, ruddier, and 
fairer than Europeans of corresponding” 
occupations and habits of life? The 
Irish gir's who come out here and go 
into domestic service, come generally 
with rosy checks and full figures. They 
probably have not eaten flesh-meat once 
a week ip their lives, in many cases not 
oftener than Once a month. Once here, 
they rurh ravenously at the joints, the 
steaks, and tue chops, which are to them 
luxuries and the great signs of luxuri- 
ous living. The result is almost invar- 
iably that they lose their figures and the 
rosy Cheeks, and the health that they 
brought with them, and that came witb, 
if not of, a diet of potatoes and butter- 
milk, The more observant of them 
have already begun to notice this them- 
selves. And in the second generation 
ihe change is very manifest. There is 
rarely a paler and thinner creature than 
your Irish girl of the second generation 

In brief, we all of us here eat too 
much meat—too much for our health, 
probably, and certainly too much for the 
well-being of our pockets. Great 
brawny Scotchmen live month after 
month on oatmeal and butter-milk, and 
a healthier, barder-workivg class of men 
it would be difficult to find. Why must 
we every day be eating flesh and fat? 
In particular, why should our women 
and children be, like Sir Andrew Augue- 
cheek, such great eaters of beef? 
Among our more comfortably situated 
classes, it is safe to say that they eat 
meat twice a day. There is no need of 
this; and more, it is not wholesome. 
Women who are not bard workers, and 
childreu are much more healthy upon a 
lighter and less concentrated diet. Chil- 
dren, until they reach their teens, do not 
really néed meat at all, and are the bet- 
ter in bealth and looks for not baving it. 

In countries where the science of liv 
ing is better understood than it is with 
us, they live, even among the wealthier 
classes, upon bread, and porridge, and 
miik and fruit. The boy who may be 
seen at American hotels and boarding 
bouses, making his breakfast of bref- 
steak, bam and eggs, and broiled fish, 
all of them at once before bim, and 
eaten in alternate bits is unknown in 
Europe, where he would have his oat- 
meal porridge or his bread and miik. 
There is no: bing more certain in regard 
to this subject than that our consump. 
tion of meat, particularly by women and 
children, is needless and unwbo!lesome.”’ 

And the writer migbt bave added tbat 
the only reason why meat-eating is less 
injurious to men than to women and 
children is because they are more act 
ive, and live more in the open air.— Zz. 


Divorce Iniquities. 


BY REV. D. H. ELA. 


The Independent gives tbe following 
version of the divorce of Mr. Sumoer 
recently announced .— 

‘‘Not the slightest impropriety was 
alleged on either side. It was a match 
of affection, Lut both parties were so 
mature and so fixed in their ways and 
habits of life, as not to harmonize. Eacb 
fuund that a mistake bad been commit 
ied; so, to remedy it as far as possible, 
Mrs. Sumner went quietly to Europe, 
and by her protracted and intentional 
absence, bas given Mr. Sumner the stat 
utory rigbt to claim divorce on the tech 
nical ground of abandonment—all par- 
\ies, meauwhile, remaining on terms of 
respectful tenderness.” . 

Such a divorce is bad enough—sovch 
an apology for it is even worse. The 
Independent, a few years ago, could not 
endure the editorship of Theodore Til- 
ton because of bis low views of mar- 
riage. It may well take him back now 
since it practically accepts and defends 
those views. We fail to see the differ- 
ence between tbe principle in this case, 
as stated by Zhe Independent, and the 
theories of ‘ affinity’, held by ‘ free lov- 
ers. And the fact that ove of the pa’- 
ties holds so distinguished a place in 
the confidence and esteem of the nation, 
trom lopg and eminent services and 
strict integrity, makes it all the more 
necessary that this pernicious example 
should not go unrebuked. | 

Stripped of unnecessary verbiage, 
The Independment’s statement is, that 
the parties married in mature lite—so 
mature, indeed, that ‘their ways and 
their habits of life’ did not ‘ harmon‘ze ’ 
They both thought the marriage a mis 
take, but they had no ground for divorce. 
~o, by agreement, the wife ‘ abandons’ 
her busband, spends two or three years 
in Europe, aud the husband in due time 
p'eads this crime of his wife, ‘ abandon 
ment,’ as a ground of divorce in a Mas- 
sachusetts court, and the court gran‘s 
the divorce as sued for. It is sucha 
divorce as this that Zhe Indepennent im 
pliedly approves. It is careful to state 
that the parties have only * technical 
ground’ tor the action, and refers ap- 
provingly to the ‘terms of respectful 
tenderness’ maintained between them 
We have beard youthful inconsiderate- 
vess pleaded as ground of divorce from 
an ill-advised marriage, but never ma- 
turity, before; and we submit that if 
the ground on which The Independent 
a8-Ures us tbat this divorce was grant- 
ed, be good in the courts of Massachu 
setts, then the free-lover and the laws 
of the State harmonize in principle. He 
may object to the incidentale, such as 
une delay of three years, or to the unne- 
cessary expense of a voyage to Europe; 
but not the principle involved. 


We can hardly understand how a man 
of such eminent integrity as Mr. Sum- 
ner could consent to such a course of 
action as is here sketched. To say nothb- 
ing of the objectionable looseness of the 
law of divorce, there 1s something re- 
pugnant to a keen moral sense in the 


whole transaction. At the time of sep: { 


aration there was no legal ground of 
divorce. The law did not recogniz2 a 
confirmed difference of habit as a-suffi- 
cient cause. But the parties proceed, 
by mutual agreement, to create a ‘tech. 
vical ground,’ and then on 8 mere quib 
ble, little better than a fraud, the most 
solemn of all human engagements is an. 
nulied—a morally fraudulent use of a 
bad law. | 

But after all, our objection is to the 
law itself—not simply to occasional per- 
versions of it; aud not the least objec- 
tionable is the fact that such perversions 
are quite as numerous as the proper ap- 
plications of the law. This presents the 
remarkable spectacle, without a paral- 
lel on the statute-books, we hope, of a 
law giving direct encouragement to 
wrong. It promises release from the 
most solemn obligations, on condition of 
a continued and persistent violation of 
the obligations. Whatis worse is, tiat 
this violation of obligation (in the sep- 
aration of husbands and wives) .thus 
encouraged by the law, is to both par 


worse crimes. The effect of the law is 
evil, and only evil; it encourages hasty 
and tnoonsiderate marriages with the 
promise of ready and easy release; it 
reduces the most important relations of 
man and woman to the level of a. busi- 
ness partnership. Younger people than 
these, so ‘ mature and fixed in their hab 
its of life” fiud it hard to ‘ harmonize,’ 
and prefer to-seek relief through the 
courts rather than the trouble of ‘ bar 
monizing.’ Ino this way the law tends 
to create and foster the very evil it was 
intended to remedy. 

It is not enough to say that this law 
does occasionally relieve cases of real 
hardship. Better that the few should | 
endure some ills in life, than that the 
foundations of society shou'd be shaken 
and the laws cof God disregarded. Mr. 
Sumner’s high position and character 
make his example all the more perni 
cious in this regard. ' Better, far, that 


marriage bond, than sanction by his ex- 
ample, such abuse of law.—Zion’s Her 


THE Meanine or TrcuBLE —Men often 
think that suffering is punishment. 
When they come into trouble they say, 
‘What have I done that God should 
punish me?’ As if this were the su- 
preme idea of provedential grace! As 
if this were in honorable interpretation 
of the great constitution which belongs 
to all time, and to the race!

Sometimes it is; but for the most part, 
in this world, it is not. It is said that 
suffering is the penalty for the viola- 
ion of law.

Law violated acts back, 
as it were, upon men in the form of 
suffering; but suffering is not necessa- 
rily a sign of disfavor. It is the hint 
to a man that be is out of the way; 
but there is nothing ignoble in it. 
Because I am not born with a knowledge 
of law I aw not to blame. It is not my 
fault that I was a baby before I was v 
map. Itis not my fault that I had to 
learn to walk, that my starch-like bones 
had to acquire strength in walking, and 
that I bad to learn by stumbling. God 
chastises men, but notin anger. And. 
when he is building them up; when, 
having sprung from the earth, they are 
getting rid of its dust; when they are 
working from lower to higher conditions; 
when there are a thousand things that 
they do not know, that have not been 
revealed to them, and they are set, 
without implement, to perform great 
tasks in a world like thie, it is a shame 
to say that tronbles which come upon 
them are main'y punishments. 

‘Whom the Lord lovoth he chasten- 
eth, and scourgeth every son whom he} 
receiveth.” That is a part of the con- 
stitution by which men are lifted from a 
lower to higer sphere; from imperfection 
toward perfection. 

The string that has been out of tune, 
low down, upon which the key is placed, 
comes groaning and sighing up to its 
concord; and are the sighing and groan- 
ing a sign of disgrace and peualty in 
the string? It must come into the tune 
with the other strings, and the groaning | 
and sighing are simply caused by the 
process of bringing aboot that result. 

Now troubles and weakness are, as it 
were, prophet’ eyes looking for strength; 
and the drift or intent of trouble an 
sorrow in the world is upbuilding, pleni 
tude, reparation, restoration, and fina 
glorification.—Beecher.
